From Cape Broyle- Head (the North part of it) lies in the Cf? Broyie

Cape Broyle is the moſt remarkable Land in all the South 
Coaſt of Newfound-land, for coming out of the Sea either from 
the Southward or Northward, it makes with a Swamp in the 
middle, and appears like a Saddle.

North Point of Cape Broyle, above half, near three quarters of

The Harbour of St. Johns 1s an excellent good Harbour (tho 5 & Sake 
narrow in the entrance) and the chieteſt in the NVew-found-land 
for the number of Ships uſed and employed 1n Fiſhing, and for 
Sacks, as alſo for rhe number of Inhabitants here dwelling and 
remaining all the Year ; it is narrow going in, not above 160 
farhom broad from the South point to the North point, bur 
bold to the very Rocks Noſe, or Shoar it ſelf, and you have 16 
and 17 fathom the deepeſt between the two Heads, and lies in 
\V.N.W. but it 15 yet more narrower atter the firſt entrance, 
by reaſon of two Rocks lying within,one on each {ide,but above 
Water, between which you are to ſail, it being juſt 95 fathom 
broad between them. But being paſt them, you may run in 
boldly being then larger by a great matter, and can take no 
hurt but off the Shoar,only within the aforeſaid Rock, on the 
South ſide of it,a point within K:7g-n00n (Which 1s a ſmall Bay) 
there lies a ſunken Rock about ſome 30 fathom off the Shoar, 
which hath not above 8, foot Water on it. Being inthe Har- 
bour you may anchor in 8.7 » 6, 5,0r 4 fathom, as you pleaſe, 
and lie Land-lockt for all W inds. for it lies vp W.S, W.

From Cape St. Francis to Bell-I/le ts S. W. and S. W. by S. 
ſome 5 or 5 4 Leagues, being a large [fland not above a League 
trom the Shoar;againſt which Iſland on the Matn 1s a Cove cal- 
led Portugal-Cove,where they uſe to catch & cure Fiſh in Sum- 
mer time,& lyes to the Eaſtward of Bell-7/e,is about ſome two 
Leagues in length, and above three Miles Broad, and the Ships 
that fiſh there lie in a little Cove on theSouth ſide of the [{land, 
which will contain 5 or 6 Ships according to the Rate as they 
lay in Bay-Yerds. This Deſcription of Bell-1/le(belides my own 
fetting ir from ſeveral places) had of Mr. Joh Guy of Carbo- 
ncra,& Mr. Benett of St.Jobns in Auguſt 1675, & the ſame con- 
firmed by Mr. Spark at Bay- Bulls in Septemb. 8. 1675, who had 
been fiſhing and made Voyages at Bell- I/le, and Portugal-Cove. 

From Cape St. Francis to the Iſland Bacalicy 1s N. by E. 
about 9 Leagues. Bacalieu 1s an lfland two Leagues long, and 
above half a League broad; about which Boats uſe to fiſh - 
There are no Inhabitants on ir, but abundance of Fowls of 
ſeveral ſorts, which breed there in the Summer time. Between 
this Iſland and the Main is about a League, where you may 
ſail through with Ships if you pleaſe. Bay of Yerds- Head, and 
the South-weſt end of B acalieu lies E. by N. and W. by S. 
one from the other about a League and half. 

From Cape St. Francis to Bay of Yerds- Head 1s due North 
about eight Leagues and a half. And from the Head to the Bay 
(or Cove) where Ships ride, is about three quarters of a Mile, 
to the Weſt ward of the Head;the place where they ride,1s not 
above a Cables length trom one point to the other,and lies N. 
and S. one from the other 3 and you lay your Anchors in ten 
fathom, and your Ship lies in five fathom with a Cable out, and 
your Stern then is not above half a Cables length from the Sta- 

ges. The Ships that ride there are forc'd to ſeize their Cables 
one to another, and you cannot ride above 7 or 8 Ships at the 
moſt : it is a bad place and hazardous for Ships to ride, but 
only in the Summer time. But by reaſon of the great plenty of 
Fiſh, and ſo near them, makes Fiſhing-Ships detire the place 
the more, altho there are ſeveral Inconveniencies in it, as 
being a very bad place both for Wood and Water, &c. 

The Ships lie o pen to the S. W.into the Bay of Conſumption. 
Now there is a Cove alſo on the Eaſt-fide of Bay Virds- Head, 
about Musket-ſhot over from Bay Yerds it ſelf, called the 
Black-Cove, where Stages are, and Boats kept to catch Fiſh. 

Bay-Ferds is good to be known by the lfland Bacaliew, and 
alſo by another Head within Bacaheu ſhooring our, called 
Split- Point; and alſo Bay-Verds Head it felt, which is the 
Weſtermolt ; theſe three Heads ſhow very blufF, and very 
like one the other when you come from the Southward - 
there is no danger going into Bay-Yerds, but what you fee. 
Here dwell ſeveral Planters. 

From Bay Yerds Head, to Split- Point (which is againſt Ba- 
calieu I)and) the Courſe isE. N. E. about half a League. 

From Bay Yerds- Head to Flambrough- Head 1s S. W., by W, 
about two Leagues. Flambrough- Head 1s a black ſteep poiar, 
but no place of ſhelter for a Boat, but when theWind is off the 
Shoar ; neither is there any ſafety berween Bay-Yerds and 
Carbonera (Which is about ten Leagves and a half, and lies S. 
W.and S. W. by S.) only two places for Boats, the one in 
the S. W. Cove of Green-Bay, Which is but an indifferent 
place, and lies S. W. about 4 Leagues and a half from Bay- 
Verds; the other is Salmon-Cove which 1s about three Leagues

From Bay-Yerds to Green-Bay is S. W. abour 4 Leagues 
and a half.

From Carbonera to Harbor-Grace, S.S. E and N. N, W. 
one from the other aHove a League 3 but the Harbor-CGrace 
lies tn from the entrance W, S. WW. at leaſt 8 Miles, ant is a 
Mile broad. But between Carbonera and Harbor- Grave is 
Musketa-Cove, where Ships may ride, but ſeldom uſe it. Here Muvrerts 
lives two Planters, but not ſo convenient for Fiſhing- Sins as ©? 
other places, alrho clean Ground, Water enough, and large. 

You may turn into Harbor-Grace all the Bay over from file Harbour- 
to ſide, and come of whart tide you pleaſe of the Rock called V4 
Salvages, Which lies almoſt in the middle of the Channel. Bur 
there is another Rock on the Norrhlide, called l99g Hy, 
ſomething without Salvages, near the North Shoar, where 
you go between the Main and it with Boats, but necdleis for 
Ships, altho Water enough. Both theſe Rocks are a grear 
height above Water. Being within, or to the Weſtward of 
the Rock Salwazes, you may turn from fide to fide by your 
Lead, rill you draw towards a Mile off the Point of the Beach 
( within which the Ships ride ) you miſt then keen to the 
North-ſhoar, for that there is a Bar or Ledz ſhoots over ro 
the South ide, beginning from the North ſhoar.

From Harbor-Grace to Cape St. Francis is Eaſt Northerly

From Havbor-Grace to Bryants-Cove, is S. W. about half Eryancss 
a League, but it is no place where Ships uſe ; one Planter lives Cove.

From Spantards-Bay to Bay-Reoberts is S, by E. Southerly a- 055g 
bout two Miles. This Bay is about two Miles and a half broad ** 
from the North point to the South point, which lies N. W.

T here is an Iſland which lies off the Welt point of the Har- 
bour,called Gull-1/land, off of which they uſe to fiſh: From the 
ſaid Iiland the Harbour lies in North about a Mile. There are 
ſeveral Iſlands which lie without off of Bonaventure,the one lies 
from the Port S. S. W. ſome 5 or 6 Miles, called Green-1/and, 
which is a preity big; Iſland, and you ſee it as ſoon as you come 
out of Trinity- Harbour (in clearWeather.) Another Ifland lies 
S. W. by S. 3 Miles, and another Ifland without that abont 4 
or 5 Miles from Bonaventure, the ſame Courſe of S. W. by S. 

From Bonaventure- Head to the Horſchops is E. N. E. and 
W. S. W. about 3 Leagves and a halt one from the other. 

But from Bonaventure- Head to Trinity- Harbour is N, E. by 
N. and S. W. by S. one from the other about 2 Leagues ; 
between which are ſome Bays, but not for Ships to ride in 
unleſs the Wind be off the Shoar. 

The Hoy ſchops and Sherwink- Point(being the North Point of 
Trinity- Harbour) lies W, N, W.and E.S.E.one from the other,

From Eng!iſh- Harbour to Salmon-Cove, the Courſe is N. W. _— 
by W. Weſterly, about half a League; It isa place of Fiſhing ***** 
and there is a River runs up above 2 Miles to the Northward. 

Without Salmon-Cove is a Head-Land, called Foxes-1/land, 
yet joins to the Main by a Neck of Beach. To the Northward 
of the ſaid Iſland, or Head-Land, between it and Sherwink- 
point, runs in a Bay called Robin- Hoods : And in the ſaid Bay, Robin- 
behind a Point which lies out, ſmall Ships ride, and fiſh there, #9945 Bay.

Harbour in all the Land, having ſeveral Arms & Coves where Harbour: 
many hurdred Ships may all ride Land-lockt 5 it 1s a place 
which you may turn in or out, being bold too on each fide, nei- 
ther is their any danger but what you ſee,only going in to the 
S.W. Arm, where the Admirals Stage uſually 1s, lies a Shoal,call- 
ed the Mvſcle- Bank, which ſhoors off from the Point within 
the ſmall Ifland on the Larbord fide going in,& lies overN,W. 
about a third of the breadth of thac Arm, which you muſt a- 
void; being within that Bank, which will diſcover it ſelt by the 
Colour of theWater,you may edg over cloſe to the South ſhoar 
if you pleaſe,or keep your Lead to avoid the {aid Muſcle- Bank, 
giving It a lirtle diſtance; you may anchor in 14,12,0r 10 fa- 
thom,&you may come ſo near to theStage on Shoar asto make 
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Deſcription of New-found-Land. 


a Stage with Top-Maſts to your Stage on Shoar to lade or un- 
lade your Ship. lt is a moſt excellent Harbour;for after you are 
in this South-weſt Arm, there is another runs upW.N.W.near 
two Miles,& near the Head of that another runs up $.S.W.but 
there isa Bar or Ledg in the entrance of thisS. S. W. Arm, but 
the former W. N. W. is a large place, good anchoring for 500 
Sail of Ships. You have beſides theſe forementioned Arms,the 
Main Harbour(running or)lying up N.N.W. And being with- 
in the Harbour's Mouth, you may ride in a Cove large & good 
on the Starbord orEaſt-fide,and Land-lock'd in good Ground, 
where Planters live : & over againſt that Cove on the Larbord 
or Weſt-ſide is two other Coves, the Northermoſt of them is 
called the YVice- Admiral-Cove,for the conveniency of Curing of 
Fiſh. And above or to the Northward of that is a large Cove 
or Arm, called, God Aimighty's Cove, where there is room 
enough for 3 or 4 hundred Sail of Ships to ride all in clean 
Ground, neither Wind or Sea can hurt you, nor any Tide: In 
which place Ships may lie undiſcovered till you run up fo far 
to bring it open.Several other places there are in this excellent 
Harbour, good clean Ground, tough Clay in all the Arms and 
Coves of Trinity,& have 4and 5 fathom Water within 2 Boats 
length of the Shoar any where, & 6,7,8,9,10,12,& 14 fathom, 
and ſome places more, in the middle of the Arms & Channels, 
as you pleaſe. You may turn in or out as ſaid before,obſerving 
your Tide, which riſes there about 4 foot, ſometimes more. 
For not only Sherwink-point is bold, which is the Northermoſt, 
but alſo Salvage, which is the Southermoſt. :

W hoſoever 
intends for Ragged Harbour with a Ship,muſt go to the North- 
ward of all the aforeſaid Ragged Rocks or Iſlands that lie be- 
fore it(which make the Harbour)and run fo far to the North- 
ward till you bring Ragged Harbour open,&then ſail in between 
a Round Iſland which lies cloſe to the Main, and a great Black 
Rock which lies off theNorth end of all the Ragged- 1//ands,and 
ſo ſail in till you are about the middle of the aforeſaid Iflands, 
Which will be to Seaward of you, anchor there:there 1s a Kiver 
of Freſh-water at the Head of the Harbour, but no Inhabitants. 
Two Miles to the Northward of Ragged- Harboar lies the 
Harbour of Cattalins,which is a very good & ſafe Harbour,and 
very good Ground not above 8 fathom, from 3 to 4,5,6,7,0r 8 
fathom as you pleaſe. You may with a leading Wind fail be- 
tween the ſmalllſland which lies a little to theSouthward of the 
Harhour,& ſhall have 4& 5 fathom at the leaſt going through,
